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THE PACT WITH ITALY 


ANY step calculated to allay the fears of early war, and to bring 
much-needed relief to peaceful nations, must.be welcomed, In so 
far as the Anglo-Italian Agreement accomplishes these two 
purposes, therefore, it must be viewed with deep satisfaction. As 
Jews, indeed, we have additional cause for such sentiment. Our 
interests in Palestine can only be obstructed, if not damaged, by 
strife, or even the danger of it, in the Mediterranean. It is for 
that reason reassuring to know, therefore, that our mission, bound 
up as it is with the highest interests of the British Empire, can 
now be pursued with at least the reduction of one element of 
disturbance and insecurity. With Mr. CHAMBERLAIN, we hope 
that the new Pact will put an end to all differences between the 
iwo countries concerned, and that friendship will replace the 
recent friction. 

One point, however, in the Agreement can hardly escape notice. 
lt is characterised by what SypNry SoiTH would have called “a 
brilliant flash of silence” on the subject of Palestine. Nowhere, 
in the Letters and Annexes of the Agreement, is this Mediterranean 
country referred to, for the reaffirmation of the previous under- 
standing as to the maintenance of the status quo in the Western 
Mediterranean can hardly be said to apply to Palestine. The 
omission is, perhaps, all the more noteworthy seeing that it belies 
many forecasts and anticipations and seems out of tune with 
those Italian interests, actual or assumed, in Palestine which 
have so frequently been insisted upon. Nor, indeed, is it 
easily conceivable that the position of Palestine passed 
unnoticed*in the exhaustive survey of Mediterranean conditions 
Which appears to have been made in the course of the conversations 
which preceded the signing of the Pact. Our Diplomatic Corres- 
pondent throws out the suggestion that references to the subject 
may have been recorded in the minutes of the conversations which, 
in conformity with precedent, were not published. It may be so. 
It may be, too, that some light on the matter will be provided 
when the Agreement comes up for discussion 1n Parliament. 
Meanwhile, the mutual undertaking to refrain from injurious 
propaganda and publicity does bring Palestine indirectly into the 
picture. Our Jerusalem Correspondent, it will be recalled, was 
inclined to regard the effects of Italian propaganda in Palestine as 


-_— 


over-rated. But there seems some ground for the belief that they 
were an unsettling influence, and that they encouraged Arab 
intransigents to assume that they had the support of Italian 
policy. To the extent, therefore, to which these factors are now 
eliminated, the position in Palestine should be cased. 

In one respect, it is only right to add, the Agreement just signed 
does beget heart-searchings—its undeniable implications in the 
matter of the recognition of the Italian annexation of Abyssinia, a 
high-handed act which fifty nations solemnly proclaimed to be an 
international wrong. Undoubtedly, the impression is created that, 
for the sake of bringing immediate peace, that wrong is to be 
condoned. It is all very well for Professor TREVELYAN to recall 
that other nations, in earlier days, carried out annexations by 
violence. But there was then no League of Nations—the hope 
of mankind—to which the peoples could bring their grievances, 
and no Kellogg Pact abjuring war. In the case of Abyssinia, the 
aggressor, lik: her victim, was a member of the League, and had 
renounced war as an instrument of national policy. Is not 
recognition of the Abyssinian conquest as much an encouragement 
to future treaty-breakers and advocates of force as it is a warning 
to the small peoples that they can place no hopes of security in 
agreements solemnly signed? Indeed, one is constrained to 
ask whether, in the long view; an Agreement marred by condona- 
tion of wrong can be an assured basis of lasting pzace. Ina 
leading aruicle on the recent solemn occasion in the Christian 
Caurch, 7he Times declared that it cannot seem surprising if many, 
and those especially whose youth was spent in a comparatively 
tranquil world, are anticipating the future with profound mis- 
giVINGS. 


“ Must all other influences,” it went on, “ yield to force? Is 
civilisation uself nearing its end? Will the Christian religion 
become eavtinct. or linger only as an impotent and discredited 
survival’ ts ttonly for a nightmare travesty of life that they are 


training their children? ~ 

The reply of our contemporary to these questions was that 
some degree of comfort can be obtained from history. “ The 
records of the past suggest that evil, however powerful its forces 
appear, holds within itself the seed of disintegration. Sooner or 
later, and often with surprising swiftness, its strength crumbles,’’ 
while *‘ goodness proves to have an astonishing vitality.’” That 
this may happen yet ence again, and that force, in any part of the 
world, may lose its dominance in international affairs, seems the 
only hope in the disquieting circumstances of cur day.

CHANGE FOR THE BETTER IN RUMANIA? 


Two months ago, the virulently anti-Jewish Iron Guards, or All for the 
Fatherland Party, as they re-named themselves, announced that, as a 
party, they were about to give up the ghost. It seems, however, that they 
have only been shamming dead, and their underground and apparently 
threatening activities have now led to the arrest of their notorious 
leader. Codreanu, as well as of some hundreds of his followers. This 
drastic step on the part of King Carol need cause no surprise, for His 
Majesty was probably long on the look-out for an opportunity to get rid 
of a movement which he Knew to be antagonistic to him personally. It 
is. however, none the less a cause for satisfaction to Jews and to all who 
hate the exploitation of racial rancours for ulterior motives, for it 
removes a constant source of national friction and danger. It 
comes, too, at a moment when the threats to Jews by the late Goga 
Government seem to have lost much of. their gravity, or, at any rate, 
their urgency. One could almost believe, indeed, that the worst was 
over for Rumanian Jewry, did not experience put a brake on premature 
optimism. We have to recognise that the question of the revision of 
citizenships is still a source of anxiety, while unfriendly administrative 
action is, as in all similar cases, causing trouble. Nor can one forget that 
the Iron Guards polled nearly half a million votes in the last elections. 
Welcome, then, as is the relief that has come, there should be no hurry 
to accept the assurance of the Rumanian Minister at Washington that 
there is no anti-Semitism in his country worth notice. A commendable 
wish may well have fathered a somewhat too sweeping thought in his 
statement. and it would be unwise not to remember that the anti- 
Semitic views are still popular in that land. 


“ AMERICAN SYMPOSIUM ” 

IN the six previous issues of THE JEWiSH CHRONICLE, results have been 
published of the straw vote taken by the New York Bureau of this 
paper on the question of the future of Palestine. A very large number 
of replies were received from all parts of the United States, from State 
Governors, Senators, Congressmen, Rabbis, and lay and clerical 
leaders of national and local life. Each week a selection was made 
from the replies received, representing in strict proportion the 
numbers in the three principal categories: those who were opposed to 
the Partition of Palestine ; those who were undecided in their opinion 
on this proposal; and those who favoured it. The results showed 
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an overwhelming majority--more than eighty per cent.—strongly 
opposed to Partition. With the incidence of the holidays and Holy 
Days, and the consequent contraction of space, it is impossible to 
print any more of the very many replies which have been received. 
The remainder confirm, however, the vast majority opposed to Parti- 
tion. We apologise to those whose communications have reached us 
too late for inclusion among the letters published, and to those for 
whose letters it has not been possible to find room, and we sincerely 
thank all who have co-operated in this valuable revelation of American 
Jewish opinion on the vital question of the future of the Jewish National 
Home. 


A DIFFICULT TASK 

THE task of presenting this cross-section of American Jewish opinion 
has been of necessity a difficult one. In the first place, in so many 
hundreds of letters, all discussing the same problem, inevitably there 
Was a repetition of arguments in all three categories. But though 
thereby the interest of readers was reduced, it wis felt that only a 
reproduction of the actual views expressed could fairly reflect American 
opinion on the question. The maintenance of a strict proportion tn 
those letters printed to the balance of opinion in the total number 
received, was another task requiring great care. Then, again, the 
geographical distribution of the writers and of their representative 
qualities in the various spheres of Jewish activities had also to be 
considered. 


POLITICAL CRITICISM 

AS was to be anticipated, certain political sections whose views are 
opposed to the majority opinion revealed by this Symposium have 
sought with ingenuity and industry to explain away the plain results 
obtained, either by belittling the representative quality of the writers 
themselves or by labelling the Acin-sagers the vast majority as 


merely expressing “anti-Zionist™” opinion. The latter method, of’ 


course, is palpably unfair to American Jewry and American Zionism 
and conveys a mean estimate of the support which Jewish nationalism 
has among Jews in the States. an estimate, as everyone knows, quite 
unjustified by fact. Such devices are natural in polit cal controversy, 
but in this case their effect upon sober judgment can be small. The 
record of the Symposium stands. And not its least value is the 
indisputable indication ‘it provides of the detestation with which the 
majority of Jews regard the proposal to partition Palestine. Such an 
expression of Jewish opinion as a whole should not fail to carry weight 
in any consideration of proposals like that of Partition which seriously 
affect the pledges involved in the Balfour Declaration and the Mandate, 
instruments to which Jewry as a whole and not merely a section. of 
Jewry was a party. 
State in the whole of Palestine. To that end Jews have worked and 
sacrificed. No wonder, then, that Jewry in the United States are 
resolutely hostile to the substitution of these just pledges by a precarious 
and unnecessary compromise, by a caricature of a State, and by the 
imposition of crippling territorial restrictions at a ume when Jews are in 
more urgent need of a national home than ever before in their long 
history of sutlering and exile.

SYNAGOGUES IN DOLLIS HILL 


Activities of the Federation 


trom Mr. PHILIP GOLDBERG 


Secretary, United Synagogue) 
To the Editer of Tne Jewtsu CHRONICLE 


SIR,it as wath +s ereat regret that the Hon. Officers of the United 
Synagogue teel compelled to request you to enable them to inform the 
Community in the tollowimnge matter. 

As long ago as 1931. a number of Jewish residents in Gladstone Park 
and Neasden, who had tormed a Congregation there, approached the United 
Synagogue with regard to affiliation to it. 

The United Synagogue was disposed to grant affiliation, but it transpired 
that the Congregatron could not obtain control of their Synagogue building 
except upon the condition of conferring a life appointment as Minister on 
ihe gentleman then conducting the services there. This was considered 
quite unacceptable view which was shared by the great majority of the 
members of the Svnagogue. who found that the constitutional methods ol 
expressing their disapproval on this and other matters were denied to them. 
[hey suggested that the Beth Din should be invoked to arbitrate, but this 
was refused by the minority, who remained in occupation of the Gladstone 
Park Synagogue. which was then admitted to the Federation of Synagogues. 
ihe majority decided to form a Congregation of their own (the Dollis Hill 
Svnagogue) and obtaired afhliation to the United Synagogue. 

In 1936, the Gladstone Park Congregation, at a general meeting, passed 
by an overwhelming mapority resolutions in favour of, amalgamation with 
the Dollis Hill Synagogue. At the same time, the gentleman whose position 
had originally caused the dispute left. 

Ihe two Congregations thus determined to reunite and to apply to the 
United Synagogue for the admission of the amalgamated Congregation as a 
District Synagogue under the title of the Dollis Hill and Gladstone Park 
District Synagogue 

It was recognised that the erection of the building necessary for the large 
Congregation would involve considerable expenditure, but the Council of 
the United Svnagogue have always been tmpressed, and never more than at 
the present time, with the importance of endeavouring to encourage the 
concentration of the organised religious life of every district into as large 
bodies as possible. worshipping tm a single Synagogue, so that the Congrega- 
tion ma\ be able to ofler suitable remuneration to a qualified Minister and 
to equip and maintgin on an adequate basis the Synagogue and the Religion 
Classes and the other religious institutions of the Community. The United 
Synagogue therefore agreed to provide the capital necessary to enable the 
two small Congregations to unite into a single body. 

The new building was erected to accommodate the combined Congregation 
at a cost of £17.000, and further sums were provided to enable the combined 
Congregation to meet outstanding liabilities of the small Gladstone Park 
Congregation. The new building was duly consecrated and occupied by the 
Congregation this year, and the old building was offered for sale, subject 
to the condition that it should not be used as a Synagogue and thus made 
an instrument for the destruction of the unity achieved at such heavy 
sacrifice. The building was bought by a person described as a ~ motor 
mechanic” but within a very short time of the purchase was opened as a 
Federation Synagogue. in flagrant violation of the condition attached to 
the purchase. Thus the Jewish Community in the district is again 
threatened with strife and disunion. 

Proceedings could. of course, be instituted with a view to obtaining an 
injunction prohibiting the use of the old building as a Synagogue, but the 
United Synagogue feels that to expose publicly in the Law Courts the action 
of the Federation of S)nagogues in supporting the user of premises, in direct 
and flagrant breach of a definite undertaking, would merely be adding to 
the damage already caused to the public interest of Jewry. 

My Hon. Officers have, with the greatest reluctance, caused this letter to 
he addressed to you. in order that the facts may be placed before the 
Community. They do not propose to pursue the discussion further: the 
Community, having now been placed in possession of the facts, will be able 
to take measures to protect itself and to support the united Community of 
Dollis Hill and Gladstone Park in their efforts to raise the standard of 
Jewish religious life in their district.

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OBITUARY 


Mr. HENRY ROSEN (Westcliff-on-Sea) 


[From our Correspondent] 


The Southend and Westcliff Jewish Community was grieved to learn of 
the death, on Thursday in last week, at the age of fifty-five, of Mr. Henry 
Rosen, Vice-President of the Hebrew Congregation, 

Mr. Rosen took up residence in Westcliff in 1923, and soon actively 
identified himself with communal activities. In 1931, he was elected Vice- 
President of the Congregation, in succession 
to the late Mr. Davis Kontili. Mr. Rosen 
represented the Congregation at the Deputies 
of British Jews, and was particularly interested 
in the Jewish Defence Campaign. It was due 
to his wise counsel that, together with Mr. A. 
Goodman (President of the Community), the 
Rev. A. Plaskow, and other leaders, measures 
were planned to’ prevent any anti-Semitic 
excesses developing in the locality. As a 
member of the St. Leonard Freemasons 
Lodge, No. 4982, the deceased fostered con- 
tact with non-Jews, by whom he was widely 
respected and esteemed. He succeeded in 
gaining sympathy and understanding for his 
brethren in quarters where there was often 
hostility He was to have been installed 
Master of the Lodge later this year. 

As Chairman of the Southend Shechita 
Board, Mr. Rosen did splendid work = in 
organising the issue of licences, and he helped 
to maintain. strict Kashrut in the Jewish 
butchers’ shops in the district. He Was an active member of the Hebrew 
Education Board, and the children of the Hebrew Classes found in him a 
warm friend. _Mr. Rosen, who was made a Freeman of the City of London 
in 1935, was closely associated with the establishment of the London Jewish 
Hospital. He was one of the original band of workers who canvassed the 
pennies of the poor in order to build the hospital, and braved the storm of 
criticism that was raised at the time. He was a member of the. Council 
of Management of the Hospital, and did excellent work on its Finance 
Commitiec. He also held office in several of the Hospital's regional 
branches. Mr. Rosen was a man of very modest and restrained demeanour, 
ever ready to be the peacemaker. He bore a long and painful illness with 
courage and fortitude. He ts mourned by his wife Diana (a daughter of 
Mr. Julius Heftel, one of the founders of the Brixton Synagogue) and a 
son and two daughters.

JEWISH HISTORICAL SOCIETY 


Lecture by Dr. Jzemes. Parkes 


The Rev. Dr. James W. Parkes read a paper on “Anacletus Hl. an Ant: 
Pope from Roman Jewry ” at a meeting of the Jewish Historical Society o! 
England last week in the Gustave Tuck Theatre, University College. 

The President of the Society, Dr. Cecil Roth, who presided, said that 
since the last meeting, an event of some importance in the history of the 
Society had taken place. When the Mocatta Library was enriched by the 
Lucien Wolf collection, large numbers of duplicates were found, and thes: 
were presented to the Manchester Central Library as the nucleus of a 
Jewish collection, which should perform the same office for the north o! 
England as the Mocatta Library was doing for London. Their museum, wen! 
on Dr. Roth, had received perhaps its most important accretion, excepting 
tor the constant: never-ending and ever-generous donations of their beloved 
Treasurer, Mr. Gustave Tuck. Mr. Lionel de Rothschild and Mr. Anthony 
de Rothschild had presented them with a number of important objects in 
memory of their late father, Mr. Leopold de Rothschild, who was one ot! 
the foundation members of the Society. 

In his paper, Dr. Parkes said that Roman Jewry at the turn of the first 
millennium of the common era, though not undistinguished, possessed no 
importance in Jewry comparable to the position of Rome in Christendom. 
The Jews formed an inconspicuous part of the city, and saluted all its 
masters impartially, for such was the only possible attitude for them to take. 
Only rarely did an outstanding figure appear, capable of playing an 
important part in the general life of the city. One such appeared in the 
second half of the tenth century, or a littl later, a man who, after his 
baptism, took the name of Benedictus Christianus, and founded the clan 
of the Pierleone. which survived down to the nineteenth century. One of 
these, about 1120. became Cardinal Priest of S. Maria, in Trastevere. 
Under successive Popes he was employed on responsible missions, visiting 
England as Papal Legate. But the enthronement of the rival faction in 
Rome, in 1124, caused the Pierleone faction and the Cardinal to disappea! 
into obscurity. It was certain that on the death of Honorius they would 
make an attempt to recover influence, and that Peter Pierleone would him 
self be candidate for the tiara. In 1130, he was elected Pope in curious 
circumstances by a majority of the Cardinals, and took the name of 
Anacletus Il. He remained master of Rome until his death, but as a loca! 
prince, not as head of the universal church. Only one important power. 
Sicily, supported him. He died in January, 1188, and the schism which he 
created came to an end a few years after his death with the acceptance by 
Roger of Sicily of the suzerainty for Innocent II.

A Christian gentleman, to their shame, pilloried these 
delaulters in these columns recently. | myself have heard of another 
Who is equally disgusted with them (he is himself chivalrously helping 
his Jewish friends in Austria). The existence of such Jews in our 
midst is an eloquent and ominous testimony to the decay of the Jewish 
consciousness which has set in in these islands, and points a 
practical moral which it is surely unnecessary to explain. But the 
pont | wish to emphasise here is that we ought not even to talk of our 
inability to meet our moral obligations until we have done our best - 
rope the laggards in, and failed. To expect the old stage-army 0! 
Willing donors to go marching on for cyer around the charity stage 
while the others are skulking in the wings is to make big draughts on 
human nature! 


It, and as, the demands upon us grow. we must, of course, In the 
absence of financial reinforcement, experience an increasing strain 
Upon our domestic institutions. The statement made to me the other 
day that organisers of charity functions are already faced witha big drop 
IN proceeds as compared with those in previous years shows, perhaps, the 
way the wind is blowing. It behoves us, therefore, to wake up 
‘0 the possibilities so that we may not find, one day, that a great propor- 
tion of the funds hitherto available for our numerous domestic causes 
has “ gone with the wind.” The moment has, in short, arrived to carry 
outa scientific exploration of the whole ficld of Anglo-Jewish charitable 
endeavours, to discover what we can and cannot afford in our lavish

philanthropic equipment, to eliminate what is superfluous, and to 
assess what remains in order of importance and priority. The 
Slap-dash, happy-go-lucky system, if one can call it a system, under 
which any body of men and women can—no offence meant — raid the 
communal pocket, sometimes for one and the same movement, has got 
to go. We just simply can't afford the luxury. We have, in a word, to 
organise our charitable life, husband the means at our disposal, and make 
mighty sure that we are using them to the best advantage and making 
them go the farthest way. Only in that manner, and by exhausting 
every possible source of help, will our Community have a chance of 
pulling its full weight in present and succeeding crises (if they come) 
alongside its American brothers. 


But I have been writing only of the material obligations of leadership. 
One of the deadliest effects of recent calamities is that they have 
broken, or are breaking, up cultured Jewries which have long fed the 
mind and the soul of the Jewish people. The lamp of Jewish scholarship 
and creative genius has been dimmed. It is for the Jewries of Britain 
and America to restore this light, if they can, to something of its old 
brilliancy. They must, it they can, kindle lamps in their own land, so 
as to keep the flames of erudition and idealism alive. Ut is a spiritual’ 
task at least as urgent and vital as that of rescuing the bodies of the 
downtrodden, for an ignorant and materialistic Jewry would be a curse 
to itself and others, and could not endure at any rate in peace and 
without shame. Leadership is a glorious, if exacting. privilege. We 
have to be worthy of it intellectually yes, and morally, too. Let us, 
whatever the burdens that confront us, remember our own happy 
immunity. Critics of Britain abroad often complain that it has not 
known the bitterness of foreign invasion and is therefore less sensitive 
to fear and anxiety. Modern English Jewry have never known the real 
pangs of racial oppression. Let it not be said of them that they are grudg- 
ingin their help for those who have. It ts an historic mission that has 
come to them, working always, as one fervently hopes, in increasing 
fellowship with their American brethren, Let them grasp it with pride 
and, above all, | repeat. render themselves morally fit for their honour- 
able and exalted task. In so doing, they may not only save ther 
brothers in faith but will reflect abiding credit on the name of Jew and 
help on a better era for all men.

He was one of the original band of workers who canvassed the 
pennies of the poor in order to build the hospital, and braved the storm of 
criticism that was raised at the time. He was a member of the Council 
of Management of the Hospital, and did excellent work on tts Finance 
Commitiec. He also held office in several of the Hospitals regional 
branches. Mr. Rosen was a man of very modest and restrained demeanour, 
ever ready to be the peacemaker. He bore a long and painful iliness with 
courage and fortitude. He its mourned by his wife Diana (a daughter ofl 
Mr. Julius Heftel. one of the founders of the Brixton Synagogue) and a 
son and two daughters. 

Ihe funeral was at Marlow Road cemetery, East Ham, on Friday last. 
The service was conducted by the Revs, A. Plaskow, A: Garbacz, and E. 
Goodman.

Mr. JOSHULA SMITH (Toronto)

The death occurred in Toronto recently of Mr. Joshua Smith. R.B.A.. at 
the age of fifty-eight years. He was born in London, where he won 
recognition as a portrait painter before he came to Canada. In 1917. he 
was honoured. by a commission to paint King George V, and the portrait 
was given a place of honour in the Royal Academy of that vear. Among 
other notable portraits he painted were those of Lord Roberts and of 
lord Kitchener. Mr. Smith went to Canada in 1919, and made his home in 
Toronto. He first came into- prominence in the Dominion as a painter of 
miniatures. Lord Byng of Vimy, Lord Tweedsmuir, and Sir Edward Beatt,s 
were among the people painted by Mr. Smith in Canada, and he received 
commissions for portraits of distinguished persons for Toronto City Hall 
and King’s College, Halifax, N.S. The funeral was attended by a large 
gathering of men noted in the public and artistic life of Toronto. The 
interment was in the cemetery of the Holy Blossom Synagogue. Mr. Smith 
is survived by his widow (formerly Miss Ray Lewis) and one son, Jay. 


Dr. H. Stark, the well-known Jewish doctor, of Stoke Newington, died 
in the Royal Northern Hospital on Tuesday evening. He contracted blood 
poisoning while treating a patient for that complaint. 

A service in memory of Sir Leonard L. Cohen was held on Wednesday 
in last week at the Central Synagogue, Great Portland Street. The Revs. 
P. Cohen and A. Stoutzker officiated. In addition to the members of the 
family, there was a large attendance, including leaders of the Anglo-Jewish 
and general communities. 

With the passing of Mr. Louis NELSON (writes the Rev. A. Fass), the 
Polish Hebrew Congregation, of Leeds, has lost one of its most ardent 


workers. He was largely instrumental in bringing the Congregation to its 
present position, and was its President for many years. He was recently 
elected Hon. Life President. Mr. Nelson did good work on behalf of the 
Leeds Jewish Board of Guardians. 

Gustav A. Sit-VarA, the well-known Austrian Jewish dramatist, has died in 
Vienna at the age of sixty-two. Sil-Vara was the pen-name of Gustav Silbere: 
who for many vears was the London correspondent of the Neve Frete Presst 
He wrote several books on England, including . English Statesmanship ** and 
‘* London Walks.’ Several of his plays were performed in Lendon, including 
The Woman of Forty and ** La Gitana."’

JEWISH HISTORICAL SOCIETY 


Lecture by Dr. Jzemes. Parkes 


The Rev. Dr. James W. Parkes read a paper on “Anacletus Hl, an Ant 
Pope from Roman Jewry ” at a meeting of the Jewish Historical Society o! 
England last week in the Gustave Tuck Theatre, University College. 

The President of the Society, Dr. Cecil Roth, who presided, said that 
since the last meeting, an event of some importance in the history of the 
Society had taken place. When the Mocatta Library was enriched by the 
Lucien Wolf collection, large numbers of duplicates were found, and thes 
were presented to the Manchester Central Library as the nucleus of « 
Jewish collection, which should perform the same office for the north o! 
England as the Mocatta Library was doing for London. Their museum, wen: 
on Dr. Roth, had received perhaps its most important accretion, excepting 
for the constant. never-ending and ever-generous donations of their beloved 
Treasurer, Mr. Gustave Tuck. Mr. Lionel de Rothschild and Mr. Anthony 
de Rothschild had presented them with a number of important objects in 
memory of their late father, Mr. Leopold de Rothschild, who was one o! 
the foundation members of the Saciety. 

In his paper, Dr. Parkes said that Roman Jewry at the turn of the first 
millennium of the common era, though not undistinguished, possessed no 
importance in Jewry comparable to the position of Rome in Christendom 
The Jews formed an inconspicuous part of the city. and saluted all its 
masters impartially, for such was the only possible attitude for them to take. 
Only rarely did an outstanding figure appear, capable of playing an 
important part in the general life of the city. One such appeared in the 
second half of the tenth century. or a little later, a man who, after his 
baptism, took the name of Benedictus Christianus, and founded the clan 
of the Pierleone. which survived down to the nineteenth century. One of 
these, about 1120, became Cardinal Priest of S. Maria, in Trastevere. 
Under successive Popes he was employed on responsible missions, visiting 
England as Papal Legate. But the enthronement of the rival faction in 
Rome, in 1124, caused the Pierleone faction and the Cardinal to disappeat 
into obscurity. It was certain that on the death of Honorius they would 
make an attempt to recover influence. and that Peter Pierleone would him- 
self be candidate for the tiara, In 1130, he was elected Pope in curious 
circumstances by a majority of the Cardinals, and took the name of 
Anacletus Il. He remained master of Rome until his death, but as a local 
prince, not as head of the universal church. Only one important power. 
Sicily, supported him. He died in January, 1138, and the schism which he 
created came to an end a few years after his death with the acceptance by 
Roger of Sicily of the suzerainty for Innocent II.

Dayan 
Abramski also attended the morning service and the Sivum and has himself 
promised to conduct the latter in future years. Mr. Mendelowitch thanked 
thanked Mr. Abramski for his effort and for having revived an ancient 
ceremony which meant so much to the life of the Orthodox Jew.

fut War, which brought the Joint Distribution Committee of America 
on the scene in Eastern Europe. gave the first plain hint of the 


vrowing responsibilities that had come to the Jewries of the two 


ereat Democracies. But it was the German-Jewish catastrophe which 
clearly established the new situation. I: that terrible. and still con- 
tinuing, crisis, the two Western Jewries became the chief bearers o! 
uccour. And in the fresh calamity that confronts us in what was 
once Austria they cannot fail to accep! even more decisively the 
honourable duty that it has fallen to them to discharge. For where 
cise are they to find colleagues in-their task ’ Amid the impoverished 
jewish masses in Russia? Among the Jews of Germany slowly drifting 
. annihilation? In the starving Ghettoes of Poland or the threatened 
jewish settlements of Rumania? Only the Jewries of Britain and the 
Lnited States can stand between their foreign co-religionists and 
ruin--a tribute to the blessed principles of Democracy which govern 
the lives of those two countries, and a tribute, too, which Jews, and 


particularly the young generation. would be mad, as well as ungrateful, 


ever to minimise or forget. 
> 


1 HE position, then, as it has now developed. is that some five millions 
of our people must stand guard over the remaining thirteen, ready to 
help them in emergency to the best of their abilities. It is a situation 
fraught with immense cares, and, worse still, with unknown possi- 
bilities ; for no one can say over what new community the protective 
arms may next have to be extended. No one can say what new Jewry 
will be engulfed in the unchecked tide of Nazi conquest, whether it be 


the Jews of the Ukraine. or their 400.000 brethren in the ancient settle-. 


ments of Czechoslovakia, or the Jews of Hungary (now being brought 
more and more within the German orbit) Would the material 
resources Of British and American Jews be equal tothe call? Would 
they be, say, after another desolating war? Nobody can answer 
these questions with any degree of certitude. One can only hazard 
the guess that, with resources freely givcn, we may not be unequal 
io our role in the emergencies now ecxisting. I say “resources 
ireely given,” and do so advisedly. According to one calculation, only 
/ per cent. of the Anglo-Jewish Community subscribe to Jewish public 
causes. I do not know how that figure was arrived at, and the term 

Anglo-Jewish Community,” of course includes not only women and 
children but the poor who are in no position to give away considerable 
sums. Nevertheless. observation suggests that there is a fair-sized 
minority among us who either give in a miserly spirit or shirk their 
Juty altogether. A Christian gentleman, to their shame, pilloried these 
Jefaulters in these columns recently. | myself have heard of another 
who is equally disgusted with them (he is himself. chivalrously helping 


his Jewish friends in Austria). The existence of such Jews in our’ 


midst is an eloquent and ominous testimony to the decay of the Jewish 
consciousness which has set in in these islands, and points a 
practical moral which it is surely unnecessary to explain. But the 
point | wish to emphasise here is that we ought not even to talk of our 
inability to meet our moral obligations until we have done our best to 
rope the laggards in. and failed. To ec pect the old stage-army of 
willing donors to go marching on for ever around the charity stage 
while the others are skulking in the wings |s to make big draughts on 
human nature! 
€ 


ir, and as, the demands upon us grow, we Must, Of Course, in the 
absence of financial reinforcement. experience an increasing strain 
upon our domestic institutions. The statement made to me the other 
day that organisers of charity functions are already faced with a big drop 
in proceeds as compared with those in previous years shows, perhaps, the 
way the wind is blowing. It behoves Us, therefore, to wake up 
to the possibilities so that we may not find, one day, that a great propor- 
tion of the funds hitherto available for our numerous domestic Causes 
has “ gone with the wind.” The moment has, in short, arrived to carry 
out a scientific exploration of the whole field of Anglo-Jewish charitable 
endeavours, to discover what we can and cannot afford in our lavish 


philanthropic equipment, to eliminate what is superfluous, and to 
assess what remains in order of importance and priority. The 
Slap-dash, happy-go-lucky system, if one can call it a system, under 
which any body of men and women can—no offence meant raid the 
communal pocket, sometimes for one and the same movement, has got 
to go. We just simply can't afford the luxury. We have, in a word, to 
organise our charitable life, husband the means at our disposal, and make 
mighty sure that we are using them to the best advantage and making 
them go the farthest way. Only in that manner, and by exhausting 
every possible source of help, will our Community have a chance ot 
pulling its full weight in present and succeeding crises (if they come) 
alongside its American brothers. 
> 

But I have been writing only of the material obligations of leadership. 
One of the deadliest effects of recent calamities is that they have 
broken, or are breaking, up cultured Jewries which have long fed the 
mind and the soul of the Jewish people. The lamp of Jewish scholarship 
and creative genius has been dimmed. It is for the Jewries of Britain 
and America to restore this light, if they can. to something of its old 
brilliancy. They must, it they can, kindle lamps in their own land, so 
as to Keep the flames of erudition and idealism alive. is a Spiritual 
task at least as. urgent and vital as that of rescuing the bodies of the 
downtrodden, for an ignorant and materialistic Jewry would be a curse 
to itself. and others, and could not endure at any rate in peace and 
without shame. Leadership is a glorious, if exacting. privilege. We 
have to be worthy of it intellectually yes, and morally, too. Let us, 
whatever the burdens that confront us, remember our own happy 
immunity. Critics of Britain abroad often complain that tt has not 
known the bitterness of foreign invasion and is therefore less sensitive 
to fear and anxiety. Modern English Jewry have never known the real 
pangs of racial oppression. Let it not be said of them that they are grudg- 
ingin their help.for those who have. It ts an historic mission that has 
come to them, working always, as one fervently hopes, in increasing 
fellowship with their American brethren. Let them grasp it with pride 
and, above all, | repeat. render themselves morally fit for their honour- 
able and exalted task. In so doing. they may not only save their 
brothers in faith but will reflect abiding credit on the name of Jew and 
help on a better era for all men.

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SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


THE REDEMPTION 


Man must redeem himself! This is the central lesson of Passover. 
The old hopes for redemption, through God's miraculous intervening 
in the normal destinies of man, are gone. Nor can we believe in 
mediators, whether human or semi-divine. The modern world has 
taught us a responsibility of which the ancient world knew little or 
nothing. If the progress of thought has brought about a larger con- 
ception of the State, it has also given the individual a place which 
he never occupied before. Salvation is no longer to be thought ot 
as attainable by blood, by animal sacrifice, by the slaying of the first- 
born, or by the suffering of another on our behalf. There are limits 
to the powel Ol One Person ove! others: there are even limits to Ue 
contact of human beings with one another, Not even the most 
devoted love or the self-surrender of another human being ts ol 
anv avail when a man seeks saivation \lan must redeem himsell. 

If there are anv who cannot understand, whether through ignorance 
or scepticism, how it is that the inspiration of the Passover story sull 
remains with us. let them listen to this striking sentence, written by the 
old chronicler of the Exodus: “And God led them not through the way 
of the land of the Philistines. though that was near: but God led 
the people about through the way of the wilderness o! fhe Red 
Sea.” Erom Rameses to Gaza. the ancient Philistine stronghold, Was 
a journey of about ten days. The way of the wilderness took many 
years. If the untried and undisciplined tribes of Isracl had been led 
by the short route, they would most certainly have been scattered 
or overcome and the vision of the promised land would have remained 
a dream. Instead, they were sent out into the wilderness to be taught 
the conditions of the new freedom they had gained—their Egyptian 
enemies were behind them at last. but greater enemies rose up against 
them, opponents stronger even than the Egyptian rule they had lett 
behind, more menacing than the hostile peoples they were to encounte! 
Jater on. It was then that there stood in their way fear, ignorance, 
unfaithfulness, darkness, the desire to look backwards. And so 
gradually through the years they were compelled to realise that their 
true redemption was not from Moses bat from themselves.” This 
exodus of our forefathers is the story of the human soul. The analogy 
is too striking to need emphasis. Everyone of us can fest its truth 
by the conflicts in his own life. 

The progress of life and knowledge demands many penalties of us, 
but none greater than the responsibility of treedom—treedom to redeem 
ourselves. Perhaps it may help us to reflect that our ideas of redemp- 
tion have changed. that we realise there can be no final salvation 
for anyone, indeed, that there can be no finality at all if the beliet 
in progress 1s not a delusion. But because none of us can belteve 
to-day in the possibility of a final redemption for the individual or the 
people, we cannot, therefore, sweep away the whole idea and say 
that salvation is a mere outworn piece of theology, superseded by a 
far different modern outlook. It is not superseded: man still needs 
redemption in some form, even though it be a continuous process and 
not a sudden light. If religion has any meaning for us to-day, it is a 
belief in this power. If the redeeming force of the Divine grace, to use 
the old term, ts simply an empty phrase without any reality about 1, 
then real religion is dead; and to come from the greater to the lesser 
Passover 1s nothing more than a historical curiosity. 7 

To us modern practical folk the statement significantly Jewish 
and for us unchallengeable that man must redeem himself. raises 
for every individual human being a tremendous question, and one 
that he alone can answer. In this way ts our ancient Passover celc- 
bration raised tar above the preoccupation of a separate people into 
a universal expression of the deepest and truest revelation of the spirit 
of God that man has ever reached. It presents the problem of the 
human being and his relationship with the Divine. The conception 
only remains peculiarly Jewish because the great protesting power 
of the Jew through the ages has been directed above all else towards 
bedring witness, through all his perplexities and his sorrows, to the 
conviction that no other living being or force in the world can bring 
about for him the redemption which. he seeks. Only the Shechinah 

God's spirit—dwelling in each man and woman can achieve this. 
How the spirit of God may be revealed to each one of us is so 
intensely personal a question that no preacher in this world cou'd 
venture to give to a group any guidance which could be of more 
than very general help to the individual. But seeing that it is a human 
instinct to reach out after some greater understanding of himself 
and the universe than can be afforded by material things, and assuming 
that no one is completely satisfied with his way of life and his power 
of service, it is assuredly of some real value to dccept first of all the 
plain fact that there is some capacity in us all to redeem ourselves. 
In-a/i men and women this is a slow afd wearisome and mostly 
disappointing process. As man falls back again and again, as there 
are. always to be registered more failures than successes, as man 
is always asking hinvelf “is the struggle worth while?” as did the 
Israclites in the desert, so there seems to be, amid the restless and 
troubled waters of all human experience, only one rock, immovable 
and unchanged, to which we my cling, and that is the spirit of God 
itself. 

Finally on this festival day it is fitting to bear this thought in mind: 
the struggle to save onself, to find ways of realising all the best that 
is in Ourselves and to walk humbly with our God—this task is not 
wholly an experience of tragedy and suffering. And yet it is possible 
only for those who are not afraid to go: out at times into the wilder- 
ness. Often enough it is a standing still, a waiting to see the salva- 
tion, the helping power of God. But whatever be the experiences 
that come our way, to undertake the journey, to set forth in courage 
and in hope is to gain a sublime freedom. The great prophet Isaiah 
put the ultimate faith of humanity in the power of redemption in 
these words: “ When thou passest through the waters, I will be with 
thee; and through the rivers, they shall not overflow thee. .. Fear 
not, for | am with thee.” Each one of us, then, in our search for 
redemption, is not alone, after all.

WORLD UNION OF PROGRESSIVE JUDAISM 


Youth Day Celebration 


ihe combined English groups of the World Union for Progressive Judaism 
held their Youth Day celebration last week, at the St. George's Settlement 
Synagogue, Berner Street, FE. The proceedings began with a service arranged 
by the Liturgy Committce and conducted by Rabbi Cashdan, which was 
followed by a discussion, the subject being “ The Attitude of the Synagogue 
to Peace and War Ihe principal speakers were Mr. Henry S. A. Gerson 
(Liberal Jewish Synagogue) and Mr. John Haley (West London Synagogue). 
the Rev. H. L. Reinhart presided. Messages of greeting were read from 
affiliated bodies all ove the world. 

Mr. Gerson tock the line that the turning of the other cheek had no 
place in Judaism: there was no difficulty tm being a good Jew and a soldier. 
It was the Synagogue s duty to see that right was mighty, lest might should 
become right. Mr. Haley held that the doctrine of non-resistance was 
essentially Jewish. The keystone of Judaism was the ten commandments, 
and the sixth stated without reservations: ~ Thou shalt not kill Judaism 
could not save ts lite by sacrificing its ideals.

Mr. J. Power, on behalf of six Mr. S. M. Ricn 
personal friends, members of the 
stall, presented to Mr. Rich an antique London Pewter Charger (1740). 


Mr. | FINTRMAN. Headmaster of the Central School, spoke of his 
contacts with Mr. Rich from the time when he (the speaker) was a young 
pupil teacher, and at the Old Bovs Club, where Mr. Rich had often 
lectured, and where he had had such a fine influence over a large number 
of old scholars. 

Mr. L. G. Bowman, a former Headmaster of the School. said that the 
School was losing a man of strong personality and one who had added 
very largely to its many valuable activicies. 

Mr. Sam. Davis, the first Editor of the School Magazine, who left to 
become Headmaster of the Bayswater Jewish School, said that Mr. Rich 
was a man of character, of sturdy mdependence, and of courageous spirit. 

fne Rev. M. L. Pertzweic acknowledged the great help he had received 
from Mr. Rich, who possessed in a high degree, he said, a genius for 
friendship. Mr. Perlzweig said he wished to place on record the greit 
services rencered by Mr. Rich in the religion classes of the Liberal Syna- 
gogue. There were large numbers of Jewish children and young people tn 
London, who were faithful to Judaism and had a Jewish consciousness 
because they had had the privilege and blessing of sitting at the feet of Mr. 
Rich. 

Mr. S. KLEIN, speaking on behalf of the many thousands of former pupils 
who had passed through Mr. Rich's hands. said that a teacher could only 
measure the success of his work by what his pupils became after they left 
school. He was sure that Mr. Rich could take pride and pleasure in the 
fact that his influence had brought about the success of many of his forme 
pupils. 

Mr. J. H. Taytor, a former colleague of Mr. Rich, also paid tribute to 
him. 

Mr. Ricn; in his reply. expressed his deep pride in the great part plaved 
in his life's work by his wife. He was proud of his forty years’ association 
with the Jews’ Free School, whch had given him so much that he valued. 
particularly in friendship. 


On the day before the presentation, the April issue of the School 
Magazine contained an interesting biography of Mr. Rich and many 
references to his work in the School.

Dr. M. Schwartzman’s Project 
THE MENACE OF TUBERCULOSIS 


At the Congress of the Oze in Paris last August, the importa: 
proposal was made by Dr, M. Schwartzman for the establishmen: 
under the auspices of the Oze of a Jewish Health Research Institu

[his plan, far-reaching 1m its 
effects, has now been adopted, and 
an Organising © ommittee has been 
appointed under the Presidency of 
the renowned bacteriologist, Pro- 
fessor Besredka, of the Pasteur 
Institute of Paris, and the Chair- 
manship of Schwartzman

Dr. Schwartzman who has resided 
in London since 1920, was formerly 
the Chairman of the Executive of 
the Jewish Community of Odessa. 
Ii was he. who. over twenty-five 
vears ago. was the originator of the 
Ovze--World Union tor Jewish 
Health Preservation which ts active 
in almost all countries of Eastern 
and Central Europe. where (includ- 
ing the Toz of Poland) it maintains 420 institutions for. medical 
preventive and schoo! medicine, various public health services, and 
activities, aiming at raising the physique of the Jewish masses. 

Lhe with the problem of Jewish self-preservation,” | 
Schwartzman told me in an interview, “and it has become its bou: 
duty to launch a most extensive campaign of health work in order to a 
the serious physical deterioration which ts facing Jewry in the coun! 
of persecution. In order that this work should be effective it mus! 
combined with a proper study of the physical state of those who are to | 
cared for. It ws the Jewish child that will be the main focus of atten: 
of this Institute 

“All avatlable data show that tuberculosis tends to spread among Jew 
children in large numbers. If this ts true, then it means that the Jew: 
resistance to tuberculosis, which was an undoubted fact in the past, h 
broken down. To study the exact conditions under which this has occurr 
will be of the greatest importance. The study of nutrition of the childr 
of their morbidity and mortality according to age groups, ts of very er 
importance if one takes into consideration that under the present conditio 
of very low birth-rate among Jews, the increase in the mortality rate ot 
child would mean that we are succumbing in the struggle for life.”

AMENDMENT TO DEFENCE REGULATIONS 


Possibility of Retrial for Altman 
PUNISHMENT FOR ILLEGALLY WEARING UNIFORM 
[From our Correspondent kt 5ALEM, April 15th} 


Three important amendments to the Defence (Military Courts) 
Regulations under the Palestine (Delience) Order-in-Council were 
enacted in a Gazette Extraordinary published in Jerusalem yesterday. 
‘he first two make it punishable by death to “carry any firearm o: 
ammunition or any bomb or grenade, and by life imprisonment or 
‘esser term to be caught wearing uniform or equipment, pertaming to or 
resembling that of the British military, naval, air, and civil uniforms, 
including those of the Transjordan Fronicr Force, the Palestine Police 
‘including supernumerary constables), and the Transjordan Arab 
legion. There have been many recent cases of brigands arrested or 
seen wearing khaki attire stolen from kidnapped members of the Crown 
| orces or specially made to resemble such dress. 
ft is the third amendment which must be regarded as of special 
significance. Regulation 8 has been provided with the new paragraph 
empowering the General Officer (Commanding tn Palestine to 
“order a new trial before the Court which passed sentence or betore 
any other Military Court.” The preceding four paragraphs under this 
sub-section provide that in case of the conviction of any person by a 
Military Court, the G.O.C. shall have power to confirm the con- 
viction and sentence, reverse the finding and acquit or discharge the 
accused, alter the finding, maintaining the sentence or, with or without 
altering the finding, reduce the sentence, OF with or without such 
reduction, alter the nature of the sentence. 

As a result of this new enactment, which now in part reduces the 
arbitrary authority of the G.O.C. to reluse reconsideration of a con- 
viction by a Military Court which he has comfirmed, it has become 
Possible to re-try the case of Ezekiel Altman, the twenty-two-year-old 


Jewish ex-supernumary constable who was sentenced to life imprison- 
ment early in February on commutation from a death sentence. The 
circumstances of Altman's conviction have been fully reported in these 
columns, and adequate grounds have been cited to show that there may 
have been a miscarriage of justice.

TWO YEARS OF TERRORISM 
142 Jews Killed, 500 Injured 
FLRTHER OUTBREAK LAST WEEK 


Three Jews were killed by Arab bandits when the car in which 
they were travelling was ambushed near Al Bassa in Upper Galilee 
during the week-end. This was the culmination of a week of violence 
which included bomb-throwing in Haifa and a battle between troops 
and Arabs at “ Windy Corner” between Tulkarm and Nablus. 
Tuesday last was the second anniversary of the beginning of the Arab 
strike and the outbreak of violence in 1936. During those two years 
142 Jews have been killed and over 500 injured by Arabs. 

The ambush occurred when six Jews who had been visiting 
Hanuta and Shavei Zion, another new settlement in- the North, were 
returning to the coastal road near Ras En Nakura. Joseph Rothblatt, 
of Kiriat Chaim, Abraham Danieli, of Kiriat Motzkin, and David 
Bengaon (iormerly Kurt Hagen), of Naharia were killed instantly, 
and the other three escaped towards Hanuta from which settlement 
Ghaftirim came to the rescue. The Ghaffirim discovered the gangsters 
and engaged them, shooting five of them dead. One Ghaffir, Zeev 
Annay. was serious!) wounded in the leg and died later. 

Two bombs were thrown in Haifa, one on Sunday and one on 
Monday The first was threwn near the Armon cinema at Hadar

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Hacarmel and resulted in the death of one Arab and injuries to seven 
others and one Jew. The second bomb was thrown near the boundary 
of Hadar Hacarmel, killing two Arabs. In connection with this affair 
three Jews were arrested. | 

Troops and Royal Air Force ‘planes were still continuing mopping- 
up operations in the Nablus-Tulkarm district on Monday after a big 
battle with a large Arab band last Saturday. Curfew has been imposed 
on the whole district. The battle began when detachments of the firs! 
Border Regiment. the second Ulster Rifles, R.A.F. ‘planes, and 
armoured cars went into action against the band. Twenty-two Arabs 
are reported to have been killed, including a gang leader, Are! Abdul 
Razzak. Four Arabs and a number of rifles were seized. Among the 
captured men was Abdul Rahim Mahmoud, another well-known gang 
leader. During the battle one British soldier was slightly wounded 

Anothes notorious terrorist, Issa Battat, who was an escaped CONVICI 
and was believed to be responsible for the murder of Mr. J. I 
Starkey. was killed in an internecine quarrel over the distribution ot! 
loot among his gang. 

An Arab railway worker was shot dead in a village near Gedera, 
the Mukhtar of a Christian Arab village near Nazareth and his wite 
were murdered, and an Arab peasant was found murdered neat 
Tulkarm during the twenty-four hours between Wednesday and 
Thursday, April 13th and 14th, 

In the southern district. armed men entered villages and took away 
nearly £P200 from the defenceless peasants. In one case they warned 
the head men that they would return in a week for.another £PL00, 
which would have to be produced on pain of death. 

Lawless acts include the blowing-up of railway bridges, removal 
of rails on the main lines, puncturing of the Iraq oil pipeline and 
igniting the escaping oil, and the cutting of telephone wires. 

According to an Arab who confessed to the murder of a Jewish 
shopkeeper, named Yehuda Migdali, outside Hatta, the fee paid to 
Arab gangsters for the murder of Jews has now gone down to tP3 
per head.

AN ARAB CONDEMNS HIS) FELLOWS 
Deceived for Years by Self-Seekers 


Hacicgat At-Amer, the Histadruth Arabic weekly, rapidly 
becoming a forum where Arabs of reasonable and moderate views 
Palestinian and non-Palestinian—can air their opinions freely, writes 
a correspondent. In a recent number there was published an interest- 
ing letter from an Arab of Tulkarm, headed “ Put an end to this reign 
of terror,” and signed “* Arab Patriot.” 

“For how long ts our unhappy country (Palestine) going to be weighed 
down by misfortune and misery?” asks the writer. “ We. rather than 
any outside agency, are largely responsible for our own misfortunes. 
Who its the cause of all our troubles if not the small minority in our 
midst which is doing its utmost to bring ruination to Palestine? I 
ask you, my brethren, to look at things with your own eyes ... you 
will then understand what is at the root of all your evils; you are being 
led by those whose only thought is for themselves alone; who quarrel 
among themselves tor the seats of power and privilege and the 
obtaining of titles and honours. For years you have been deceived and 
tooled by the holding of imposing conferences and gatherings demand- 
ing the stoppage of immigration into Palestine and protesting against 
the removal of Arabs who having sold their lands to the Jews refuse 
to give up to the purchaser what he has purchased. Why have 
conferences not been called to protest against violence and terrorism 
in the land? Is there a single Arab anywhere who is worthy of his 
people, who is broadminded and of high principles, who can accept 
with equanimity the present deplorable state of affairs? 

“ Arabs! When has God or His prophets commanded that vou 
should slay, harry, and torture your fellow-men? Since when have 
treachery, hatred, and violence become things of which to be proud, 
things that will bring good to yourselves and your country?”

THE GROSSMAN CASE 


Statement on Behalf of Zionist Executive 


From Dr. LEO LAUTERBACH 
To the Editor of Tue Jewisu CHRONICLE 


SiR, —With regard to the correspondence which has appeared in your 
columns on the subject of the “ Grossman Case,” and with special reference 
to the letter by Mr. Grossman in your issue of March ([8th. I desire, on 
behalf of the Executive of the Zionist Organisation, to make the following 
Statement: 

(1) Mr. Grossman was cited by the Congress Attorney before the Zionist 
Court of Honour at Jerusalem for publishing in August, 1937, a secret 
Z1onist document. On January 10th, 1938, he was found guilty of a serious 
breach of Zionist discipline, and of causing grave harm to the interests 
of the Zionist Movement, offences under Article 1 of the Constitution of the 
Court of Honour. He was sentenced to a reprimand and, in addition, to 
the loss of his right to serve as a member of the Zionist General Council 
and certain associated offices, or as a delegate to the Zionist Congress, for 
a period of two vears. 

(2) Mr. Grossman suggests that the document published by him was 
not given to him in confidence. But he states in the same sentence that 
he did not receive it from any official source. nor does he deny that the 
document was marked “ Secret.”. This in itself should have been sufficient 
to prevent improper use berng made of the document. But. in addition, as 
recorded in the leaflet “ Ha-Matarah™ published by Mr. Grossman's party, 
Dr. Brodetsky expressly warned him at Congress that a gentleman would 
not make use of a confidential document not addressed to himself. In 
fact. Dr. Brodetsky added that it was the duty of any Zionist into whose 
hands such a document might fall to hand it over to the Executive. 

(3) Mr. Grossman: accepts responsibility for the publication of the 
document, but he states that he “ personally had had little to do with the 
actual publication.” He does not explain to what that “ littl ~ amounted. 
On this point. the judgment of the Court was as follows: “According to 
the evidence of witnesses and the documents laid before it, the Court has 
no doubt that the defendant was the person who gave the document to 
the Press.” 

(4) Mr. Grossman refers to the fact that. in spite of his indiscretion, 
he was elected by the Congress as a member of the General Council, and 
afterwards one of its Vice-Chairmen.

(6) In accordance with a resolution of the eighteenth Zionist Congress, 
it is the duty of the Executive to report all caseS of grave violation of 
discipline, or of serious injury to Zionist interests by Zionists, to the Congress 
Attorney, who may recommend to the Executive the suspension of certain, 
or all. of the Zionist rights of the persons or bodies concerned, pending 
the judgment of the Court of Honour. ; se 

Previous to the meeting of the Smaller General Council in November, 
the Congress Attorney made a recommendation in accordance with this 
sr ovision for the temporary suspension of Mr. Grossman's rights as a 
member of the General Council, its Praesidium, and the Smaller General 
Council. In doing so, he emphasised that Mr. Grossman's action had 
caused great damage to Zionist interests, and that unless the suggested 
measures were taken against Mr. Grossman, it would be practically 
impossible to invest meetings of the General Council with the necessary 
confidence. The fear that members might not feel free to express their 
frank opinion was likely to cause additional harm to Zionist interests. 
The Executive decided to accede to the Congress Attorneys request,

to recognise any “right of immunity of a member of a Zionist body

olay kes regards the criticism directed against the decision to hold the 
trial in camera, the reasons which prompted the Court, in the exercise of 
the powers vested in it, to adopt this procedure would seem to be obvious in 
the circumstances of the case, and were summed up by the Court itself as 
follows: 
“The Court believes that the hearing of the charge concerning th 
publication of a confidential document, and the damage caused by such 
publication, as well as the taking of evidence of witnesses in order to 
substantiate the charge, involve the risk of increasing the damage which 
can be caused to the interests of the movement. The Court therefore decides 
that the case be heard in camera.” 

(8) Mr. Grossman chose to absent himself from the proceedings as 
soon as the public hearing was concluded. In any ordinary court of law, 
means are available to procure the attendance of the accused in court, 
even against his will, apart from further prosecution for contempt of court. 
This contingency, however, being ruled out, the Zionist Court of Honour, 
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dependent as it is on the sense of loyalty and discipline of Zionists, had 
no alternative but—in accordance with its constitution (Article 28)--to 
continue its hearing in the absence of Mr. Grossman. It did, however, 
adjourn its second session for a week in order to give the accused and his 
witnesses the opportunity of appearing in Court. This opportunity was not 
used by them, and it is somewhat strange to read now Mr. Grossman s 
complaint that “the trial took place in my absence, without hearing my) 
witnesses, without the participation of my lawyer.”

mans publication of a confidential Zionist document. Nevertheless. it 
should be remarked that. these allegations against the President of the 
Zionist Organisation were raised by Mr. Grossman's party at the last 
Congress, as well as at subsequent meetings of the Smaller General Council 
and of the General Council: in no case, however, did the body concerned 
feel it necessary to take any action in regard thereto.

It is announced that Switzerland has accepted President Roosevelt s 
invitation to take part in the proposed International Conierence to 
consider the problem of the refugees from Germany and Austria. In tts 
reply. the Swiss Government is said to have stated that it would prete! 
that the proposed conference be not held in Switzerland, but in a 
country more directly affected by the problem. 

A conference on the question of European refugees was held 
in camera in Washington last week. Besides President Roosevelt and 
Mr. Cordell Hull, the Secretary of State, eight persons took part in 
the conference, including Mr. Bernard Baruch and Mr. Harry 
Morgenthau, senior. After a session lasting one hour, during which, 
it is understood, Mr. Roosevelt expounded his views, the conference 
adjourned without any Statement being issued. Among those present 
at a later Session were Miss Perkins, the Secretary of State for Labour, 
and Mr. George Messersmith, former American Minister in Austria 
and Assistant Secretary of State. 

Foreign-Eorn Jews in Austria 

While Austrian Jewry anxiously awaits the outcome of the Inter- 
national Conference, a new and disturbing aspect of the general 
situation in the U.S.A. has come to the forefront which may seriously 
limit America’s own ability to participate in whatever plan may be 
decided upon. 

Persons sympathetic to such American participation have assumed 
that the United States authorities will sooner or later merge the Austrian 


immigration quota of 1,400 with the German one of 26,000. Such a 
merger, however, will not prove so helpful as it was at first thought. 


The reason lies in the small percentage of Austria’s 200,000 Jews who 
were born within the post-War territorial limits of Austria. While 
no exact figures are available, reliable estimates place the number at 
somewhere between 20 and 30 per cent. Since American immigration 
quotas are based on place of birth, the expected extension of the 
large German quota to cover Austria will be of little help to 70 or 80 
per cent. of Austrian Jewry. 

Ihe bulk of foreign-born Jews in Austria were horn in Czecho- 
Slovakia, Poland, Hungary, or Rumania. At present, the immigration 
quotas for these tour countries are, respectively, 2,874, 6,824, 869, and 


377. At best, only a traction of these quotas are ordinarily available 
for use mn Austria; to use them all here would be to shut America’s 
doors completely not only to Jews.and non-Jews born and still residing 


in these four countries, but also to those of similar origin now residing 
in other lands, such as Germany. 

In a statement to the Jewish Telegraphic Agency, the State Depart- 
ment declared that it was powerless to correct the situation created bj 
the fact that many Austrian Jews were born outside the territorial limits 
of post-War Austria unless the immigration law, which was passed 
in 1922, was changed. 

In connection with this problem, a resolution introduced by Congress- 
man Dickstein in the House Immigration Committee for pooling all 
current quotas to admit all political refugees assumes particular impori- 
ance. The resolution would permit all unused immigration quotas for 
the period ending June 30th to be distributed to embrace religious and 
political refugees from all countries. The refugees would be admitted 
to the U.S.A. provided they are not subject to exclusion under the 
present immigration law. It is estimated that 115,000 places are now 
left in the unused ¢ uoias.

WOMEN’S HELP FOR AUSTRIAN REFUGEES 
A Plan for Hospitality 
MRS. A. DE ROTHSCHILD’S. APPEAL 


Mrs. Anthony de Rothschild, President of the Women’s Appeal 
Committee for German Jewish Women and Children. was the hostess 
at her house in Hill Street, Mayfair. recently, of a remarkable meeting 
of Jewish women, who were asked to respond to the call for help from 
the Austrian Jewish community. At that meeting, which was organised 
within a few days of the German occupation of Austria, over £4,000 
was spontaneously ofiered from the dudience who had listened to the 
cloguent and moving appeal made by Lord Reading on behalf of the 
Austrian Jewish communities. 

A repre entative of THe JewtsH CuHronicte later called on Mrs. de Rothschild 
to learn further details of the Appeal. Mfrs. de Rothschild is passionatels 
determined to do everything she can to tigate the suffer.nes of those who 
have had to flee the land ot their tirth seck refuge in this countrv. ‘* 1 
am very anxious,’’ she declare), “that Jew in this country should share 
in the work that is necessary for transt.rrine these people from Austria. We 
nesd money; but we need also service interest from everv single Jewish 
man, woman, and child who enjoys the umabl: privilege of living in ths 


great free country. It may he'p t» inspire Jewish people to come forward with 
olfers of help and hospitality for the Austrian refugees when we tell t-em that 
nearly £1,000 has been sent to us trom fewish sympathisers, and that we 
have had the co-operation and help ot! distinguished non-Jewish men 
ard women.’”’ 

In realy to a question asking in what way she wanted the Jewish people in 
this country to hep, Mrs. dz Rothschild said: ** The Jewish Refugees’ Com- 
mittes, of which the Women’s Appeal is part, needs, of course, to collect 
funds aca first du'y. We have coll cted £100,000 in the four vears in which 
we have worke!. And our expenses dur.ne that time have been only thre per 
cent. We have collected this vast sum exclusively from the women and voung 
girls in the community. Our. orginisation has sent 2,200 young people from 
Germany. to Palestine, and of thee 1,000 are already self-supporting. The 
relo of these young people isa very cog reason in itself for maintaining a 
steady stream of monetary support from the women of the community. But 
the present crisis and th: imrenid nz in ths country from 
Austra moke it imperative that we shoud glso receive help of anot er kind 
from Jewishpwomea here. We are m nxious that there shail be ro 
influx of Austrian refugces W ithout the ssary preparation for their absorp- 
tion into the national life. Therefore as< the co-operation of Jewish 


fa niles im see ing to accommodate tho rs who are eligible to enter this 
country as domestic servants. 

** I know of one lady who has taken one Austrian family under her wing, as 
it were,’ continued Mrs. de Rothschild She has apphed for permis tor two 
of the women. and has asked a friend of hers who is needing a maid to apply 
for th: third.

get permission for the father, an elderly © to come here, on the understand- 
ing that each of the women makes a contri’ ition to his maintenance. OF the 
two brothers remaining in the family, one ‘5 full-fledged Chalutz. and he will, 
it is hoped, proceed soon to Palestine. For the other she ts endeavouring to 
obtam a labour permit, as he is a special.st in a trade which welcomed 
this country. In this way one who!e fami!) will be transferred from Austria, 
where their prospects are starvation and persecution, and installed in. walks ot 
life where their arrival will cause no friction. If we could plan the rescue of 
us many Austrian Jewish families as possit le on similar lines, our difficulties 
would be minimised. We shall, of course. need to train many young people 
who have not yet adopted any trade or profession, but there would be more 
opportunity for this if those who can take up work here that wi'l not displace 
British labour could be cared for in the way suggested. It is just this personal 
interest that we are appealing to the Jews of this country fo give US:

Ihe heads of the Nazi Labour Front are reported to have issued 
instructions that Jewtsh owners of businesses seized by the Nazis are 
in the meantime only entitled to draw for their living 400 Austrian 
schillings a month. Following the official example, Nazis who partict- 
pated in the plundering of Jewish homes and businesses are now 
trying to compel their Jewish victims, under threat of revenge, to sign 
Statements that they parted with their goods voluntarily. 


Jews Blamed for “ No” Votes 

Ihe Nazis are busily whipping up anti-Jewish feeling in order to 
justify these acts of “reprisal.” The Press has actually been blaming 
the Jews for the handful of Austrians who voted against Hitler in the 
According to the Broracuter, “ Jewish 

farxists ” influenced opponents of Hitler to vote “ No.” The same 
paper announces that the Nazi Exhibition, “ The Wandering Jew,” ts 
shortly to be shown in Vienna.

Ntore Victims 


Further arrests of Jews are-reported. Among the latest victims, itt 
is reported, are Dr. Plashkes, the well-known Zionist leader, and Dr. 
Wachsiein, of the Rothschild Hospital. 

Last Friday night, Jews were taken from their homes, where they 
were celebrating the Seder, and forced to spend an hour or more 
in washing streets and buildings. At least two dozen men and women 
were rounded up in this fashion in the Fifth District of Vienna alone. 
Nazi squads, usually a Storm Trooper accompanied by .civillans Wear- 
ing swastika armiets, refused pleas for postponement until after the 
religious services had been concluded. On Saturday, Nazi Storm 
lroopers raided the Orthodox Schiff Synagogue during the morning 
service, put a dozen Jews on to a lorry, and took them to a neighbouring 
police station, where some were photographed and others were forced 
to wash windows and walls for several hours. The photographs of the 
Jews. wearing their tallesim are said to be for the STUERMER, — 

Ihe expulsion of Jews from districts lying within fifty kilometres 
of Austria’s eastern frontier (Burgenland) is to be extended to include a 
stretch of fifty kilometres deep along the entire Czech frontier, the

Nazi Blackmail ? 


The sum of 550,000 marks (the equivalent of 800,000 Austrian 
schillings) must be collected at once if the offices of the Vienna Jewish 
Community are to be reopened and its activities resumed, according to 
a letter sent out this week by the Community's Governing Board to 
all members who have been paying more than 50 schillings annually 
in taxes. The letter requests the members to contribute voluntarily 
SO per cent. of their annual tax bill for this purpose. About 20,000 
persons will receive this letter. 

The letter reads: “We know that it ts a heavy sacrifice we are 
asking, but it must be done if the Community—the only focal 
point of the Jewish people here—is to be put into a position to 
resume activities and to meet the heavy duties facing it, especially 
charity work. Never was the Community more important to any ol 
its members than now. Each member may be assured that only the 
most serious and unavoidable reasons compelled the Board to make 
this request, and that the fulfilment of our request is going to influence 
the destiny of our Community and of all its members.” 

A proclamation read out during Passover by Rabbis in all Syna- 
gogues declared: “ We know that under existing conditions the raising 
of this indispensable sum entails an extraordinarily great sacrifice, 
but the thing must be done. Shall the Community be able to continue 
its functions and accomplish its difficult task?” 

lt is stated that the reason for the urgent appeal is that the Nazi 
have demanded the raising of this sum as punishment tor having 
subscribed a similar amount for Dr. Schuschnigg’s plebiscite fund. 


GERMANY’S “ ARYANISATION” MUDDLE 
Liquidation Sales Picketed 


The process of transferring Jewish businesses in Germany to “Aryan” 
hands is continually becoming more rapid, although the genera! 
tendency of the Nazis now ts to restrain “Aryans” from purchasing 
Jewish concerns and even to prevent “Aryans” from patronising 
liquidation sales arranged by Jewish businesses. There are, however, 
many “Aryans ~ in all parts of Germany who do not see eye to eye 
with the Nazis on this policy. “Aryan” men and women, when they 
see articles advertised at low prices in liquidation sales arranged by 
Jewish concerns, see no reason why they should pay for the same 
articles the exorbitant prices demanded in “Aryan” businesses, and 
they are very critical of the Nazi pickets who are trying to prevent 
them from making their purchases. Equally, good “Aryans” see no 
reason why they should not purchase a concern from a Jew when it 
is Offered to them at a very low price and on most convenient terms. 

The organ of Field-Marshal Goering, the NAationaL ZEITUNG, of 
Essen, recently entered into a controversy with the ANGRIFF on the 
best method to adopt in the “Aryanisation™ of Jewish businesses. 
Whereas the ANGRiFF demanded that the German banks should assist 
“Aryans” with credit to purchase Jewish businesses, the NATIONAI 
ZEITUNG Characterised this policy as a short-sighted one. and declared 
that experience has shown that it was useless to expect inexperienced 
“Aryans ~ to make a success of the businesses acquired by them from 
Jews, even if they purchased them at very low prices. It therefore 
advocated that Jewish businesses should be allowed to close down or go 
into liquidation as a result of the boycott. 

Remarkable scenes were witnessed in Bornheim following the 
announcement of a liquidation sale by a Jewish textile concern. The 
local “Aryans,” and especially the women, flocked to the Jewish store 
to purchase the goods, which were advertised for sale at very low 
prices, but S.A. pickets refused to allow them to enter. The women. 
however, strongly resented the action of the Nazis, and loudly protested 
against the pickets. The police finally solved the problem in accord- 
ance with true Nazi principles: they closed the store and took the 
owners entire family into “ protective custody.” 


ft is officially announced that the department of Herr Hinkel. the Nazi 
Commissioner for Jewish Cultural Affairs. will no longer be a part of the 
Reich Chamber of Culture, but will be an independent department of 
the Ministry of Propaganda. It is believed that this reorganisation is due 
to the desire of the Nazi authorities to sever entirely Jewish cultural 
activities from the cultural activities of the rest of the Reich. 


JEW-BATTERS IN BELGIUM 
Fears of Rexist Attacks 


The activittes of the anti-Semites in Antwerp are reported to be 
assuming serious proportions. Anti-Jewish agitators travel about in 
motor-cars and distribute anti-Jewish boycott literature, appealing to 
all non-Jews not to trade with Jews. Flemish merchants and indus- 
trialists are said to be supporting the boycott agitation with funds, 
and in Flemish circles the movement against the Jews is growing. 

In Belgian non-Jewish labour circles, the anti-Semitic agitation is 
causing great consternation. Non-Jewish diamond workers have 
already made an appeal to the Government to adopt stern measures 
to suppress the anti-Semitic crusade in view of the reports current 
in Aniwerp that many Jewish diamond merchants, as a result of their 
fears of the Rexists, are considering the removal of their businesses to 
the U.S.A. 

A meeting organised by the Rexists, to which crowds were brought 
by motor from all over the country, was held last week in the Sport 
Palace, the largest hall in Antwerp. Degrelle, the leader, delivered 
a violent tirade against “international Jewry,” who, he said, wanted 
to let loose a world conflict. 

He was received with the customary ceremony and saluting, and 
spotlights played upon him as he made his triumphal entry. Socialists 
present loudly voiced their opposition. Leaflets inviting the public 
to attend the meeting promised that he would deal with the “ Jewish 
danger and alien problem.” 
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The Antwerp daily, Le Matin, has published a long article on th, 
revival of anti-Jewish activity. It is not a question of any mas 
movement, the paper states, for the Belgians in general and the Antwerp 
citizens m particular are practical and tolerant people. The Instigator, 
of the anti-Jewish campaign, it says, are well known.

Nearly 2.000 arrests were made in different parts of Rumania o,. 
the week-end. following the discovery of a widespread plot by the 
violently anti-Jewish tron Guard organisation to overthrow the prese: 
Government and establish a Fascist regime. Codreanu, the fron Gua 
leader. was among those arrested. 

Shortly before the arrests were made, the Government promulgatcd 
a series of drastic laws for the “ protection of the State. 

All political parties and associations were declared to be disso! 
and the formation of new parties forbidden. A ban was placed on . 
propaganda intended to bring about a change tn the form of gover 
ment or a redistribution of property. The formation of private politi. 
armies marching in columns, the singing of political songs, and th 
distribution of pamphlets and caricatures were also forbidden. Publi 
officials and students may not in future take part in any political 
demonstration on pain of being dismissed from their posts or excluded 
from their universitics. Churches, schools, and other public buildin 
may not be used for political purposes. 

A new law forbids the Rumanian Press to obtain further funds | 
abroad. Only Rumanian citizens may own newspapers and writ 
them. 

Ten editorial writers and reporters have resigned from the stall 
the violently anti-Semitic daily PoruNca Vremut, and have opened | 
campaign against Dr. Radulescu, the Editor in a new paper, FRovt 
The secessionists are making various charges against him.

DANZIG’'S JEW-LAWS 
Nazis in Full Control 


A new anti-Jéwish measure has been officially announced by 
Danzig Nazi Senate. As from last Friday, Jews have been deprives 
of the right to practice as panel doctors, and must leave the ust! 
tions where they have been working. The only exceptions are fo 
a few Jewish doctors who served in the German army during 
War, or who can prove that thev lived in Danzig prior to [914 

Although the new measure ts not the first blow against Dans: 
Jews, it ts the first officially and publicly announced step of the Nav 
rulers aiming at making the: infamous Nuremberg laws as effect) 
in Danzig as they are in Germany. Httherto, most of the anti-Jewrs' 
laws were operated in Danzig in an “ unofficial” manner... Thus Jew 
in Danzig, as in Germany, were not allowed to put up the State fla 
and were debarred from military training. All Jews were dismisses 
from the State and municipal offices. The “ Rassenschande” lay 
was also in Operation: and efforts were being made to prevent Je) 
from employing maidservants under forty-five. 

It is clear that the Nuremberg laws may-soon become as bindin 
in the Free City as they are in Nazi Germany. The official restriction 
against Jewish panel doctors is an ominous indication of what the 
Nazis, emboldened by Hitler's unchecked aggression and by the com 
plete indifference shown by the League of Nations, which is supposed 
to control Danzig, plan to accomplish. Already. a measure is being 
prepared seeking to prevent Jews from occupying leading posts 
hospitals and businesses, such as banks, etc. Nearly 4,000 Jews has: 
fled from Danzig within a period of a few months, most of ther 
ruined by the Nazis. Jews are still being arrested and their property 
seized under various pretexts. At the same time, the “Arvanisation 
of Jewish businesses is going ruthlessly forward. | 
Mr. Vyvyan Adams (Con., Leeds, W.) asked, in the House ©! 
Commons last week, what action the British Government proposed to 
sustain the authority of the League of Nations over the Free City 
of Danzig.

EASTER BOYCOTT IN POLAND 
Elimination of Jews from Trade 


Endeks and Naras waged an intensive anti-Jewish boycott in Warsa 
last week on the occasion of the Easter holidays. Pickets were posted 
and literature was distributed in the streets. In Lodz. hundreds o! 
Endeks blockaded Jewish shops. The police eventually dispersed 
them. In Kalisz, pickets from Posen blockaded Jewish shops and 
market stalls and the police had to restore order. In Kattowice. 
several hundred pickets were arrested after they had. attacked and 
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beaten a number of Jewish passers.) 
Endeks were arrested for terrorising 
extorting money from them. . 
The elimination of Jews trom trade is one of the chief items in the 
programme of the Government Camp of National Unity (* Ozon") 
In a recent speech at a conference of peasants’ leaders General 
Kwarczynski, Chief of the Camp, said: “The first item on our 
programme is a rational agrarian rerorm. It iS necessary to transfer 
the surplus rural population to the cities and, under present circum- 
stances, the most important problem that faces the Polish Government 
is to take the trade and industry in Pi d out of the hands of aliens.” 
Tragic appeals for help have been received in Warsaw from large 
numbers of Jewish Communities in the provinces which have been 
completely impoverished by boycotts and persecution. They asked 
for matzot and potatoes for the holic _ as otherwise they would he 
without food.

“A POLICY OF DESPAIR” 


The Nationalist Party, under the leadership of Dr. Malan, ts con- 
centrating in its campaign for the general election, polling in which 
takes place next month, on the question of Jewish immigration.

Jews applied for permission to enter, of whom 1.654 were rejected and 
628 were admitted.

THE MORAL OF AUSTRIA 

Writing editorially in the BoustNat (Rehovoth), M. Smilansky, the 
editor. dwells on the moral to be drawn by the Jews from the new 
tragedy that has overtaken Austrian Jewry. mee 

He aliudes to the shortsightedness oft the Jewish people, who are obsessec 
hy the strange idea that time will solve their problems for them. If such 
a conception was partly understandable at a period when absolute faith 
in the Messianic redemption of the Jewish nation prevailed, it ts incom 
prehensible in these days, he says. It should have been realised that oo 
could no longer postpone ther hope, but had to take imto account er 
immediate present and to concentrate all their efforts on the creation Oo 
conditions for the redemption. Time was an essential factor in the situation, 
as it might be too late to leave the Galut and equally too late to return 
to their land. 

Unfortunately, the article proceeds. the Jewish people did not take 
account of the logical inevitability of the situation. Russian Jewry, regarded 
as the most powerful element in Zionism from the period of the ~ Bilu 
up to the Balfour Declaration, was comparatively mactive for a period 
of thirty-six vears. They waited for “time.” It came in the form of the 
October revolution, destroyed Jewry. and closed all their hopes. Yet there 
was a time when even one section of it could have built up the Jewish 
home. The happenings in Russia should have been a striking lesson to 
the Jews in Germany. But German Jews took no heed. They waited 
for “time.” tt came. Hitler did in Germany what the Bolsheviks did in 
Russia to the Jewish people. Poland again did not emulate either Russia 
or Germany. It realised that it was possible to choke a people like the 
Jews by a eradua! process, converting the whole of Polish Judaism into 
a cemetery, and turning the Jews into beggars. Yet Polish Jewry learned 
nothing from Jewish experience either in Russia or Germany. And finalls 
Austrian Jewry. Though the catastrophe drew on rapidly, many Jews there 
would have had time to rescuie themselves and their capital. They waited, 
however, until it was too late 

A RABBIS CONFESSIONS 

A moving article by a-distinguished Reform Rabbi has appeared 
the Hebrew weekly Hapoar, New York. The author is Dr. M 
Reisen, who enjoys a great reputation as a scholar and a preacher. 

In the course of his article the writer states that he has now occupied the 
position of head of a great Reform Congregation for thirty years, and he 
asks himself what he has achieved during that period. Personally, he 
says. he has done’well. But he maintains that the aim in life, after all. 
is not to seek personal success and comfort but to achieve something. In 
the early’ stages of his career, he continues, his sermons were greatly 
welcomed. In those days he félt an inward satisfaction that he was able 
however imadequately, to raise the spiritual standard of his congregants 
But very soon he became conscious that all the compliments paid him 
were noihing but politeness and that his utterances had little effect. He 
now finds that after thirty years of preaching. the moral position of his 
congregation is worse than betore. 

The present members are mostly the children of the congregants of thie 
years ago, and they are devoid of even that small dose of spirituality 
which the older generation possessed. The writer describes the tragic 
feelings he has when one of his old congregants dies, because of his 
realisation that with the disappearance of the Jewish soul there remains 
a vacuum. He further depicts with ‘some pathos how the few Jewish 
prayer-books and other volumes of Jewish interest are cleared out of the 
house immediately after the death ofthe parents. It is all the more 
pathetic, he says, because these poor souls think that by handing them 
over to the Synagogue, they are bestowing a benefit on it. Eventually. 
of course, these books will be destroyed by the inheritors or trustees of the 
older Jewish generation, because their children have no use for them. 


CORRUPTING ENGLISH MORALS 
Why Hitler Would Not Sell Jewish Books to Foyle’s 


Miss Christina Foyle, of W. and G. Foyle, Ltd., the well-known London 
booksellers, revealed ata women’s meeting in Birmingham, in connection with a 
Rotary annual conference, that when Hitler announced that all the books in 
Germiny which had been written by Jews must be destroyed she wrote asking 
it her firm might be allowed to purchase all of them. because she considered 
that mot of the best German boos were written by Jews, particularly among 
young writers. 

Hitler replied personally and said he could not consent, because he did not 
wish to have the morals of the English people corrupted.

Owner-drivers trequently find that when the plating on the mounting 
screws of old-type screen-wipers has worn away and rust attacked the 
threads, removal of the nuts nearly always brings the screws out also. 
Ihe screws should be cleared by running down the nuts, using rust 
solvent as lubricant, and a coating of grease applied before the unit ts 
re-assembled. on the screen frame. The driving spindle also. suflers 
from the effects of weather. If thoroughly cleaned and coated 
with brushing cellulose the exposed parts will withstand rain for a 
considerable time.

Elisabeth Bergner. Both of them left Germany when Hitler came 
to power. Both have done much to enhance the prestige of British 
films. Paul Czinner and Elisabeth Bergner are Jewish. Conrad Verd 
is not himself Jewish, but he has married a Jewish wife, and ts 
therefore banned trom Germany. 

Elisabeth Bergener will not automatically. become British uf her 
husband's application is granted. She will need to make a tormal 
declaration that she wishes to follow his example. 


NAZIS THREATEN EDDIE CANTOR 


Speaking to a Jewish society ih Washington recently, Eddie Cantor 
stated that his efforts to help distressed tellow-Jews had brought threats 
against himself and his family 

“My home, my wife, and my children have been threatened by 
Nazis.” he said. “ [hey have telephonéd to my wife saying, * Tell 
Cantor to get out of Los Angeles before he ts carried out in a box.” 


CINEMAS AND A.RLP.

MUSIC 


THE NEW METROPOLITAN ORCHESTRA 
A “Grand Finale 


The New Metropolitan Symphony Orchestra gave its last concert of 
the season at the People’s Palace last week, and ended its series 
in really great style. There was a fine audience too—so large 
that if as many had been present on all the previous occasions, there 
would have been no need for the element of doubt which found its 
way into Pay-Commander Fitzgerald's speech during the interval, when 
he hoped that next season would see a similar series. The performance 
was thoroughly in keeping with the occasion. The programme included 
Mozart's “Symphony in G Minor,” which must be regarded as the 
orchestra's most ambitious achievement this season, not excepting 
the Chaikovsky programme. For Chaikovsky can be carried off with 
a certain amount of bravura, but Mozart calls for deeper, thorough), 
musical qualities, if he is to be acceptable to an audience. : 

Krish and the orchestra stood the test really well. Certain  flat- 
nesses there were, inadequate tonal coloration at times, but the move- 
ments never sagged, and if it was.the old Mozart, it was a very lovable 
and endearing Mozart that we heard. The orchestral achievement of the 
afternoon, however, was Liszt's “Les Preludes.” There was no tawdri- 
ness about it, no over-accentuation of its blatancies, but a magnificently 
virile performance, with the concerted strings absolutely thrilling at 
times, not only technically, but in tone-production. Then Nan 
Maryska sang Handel's “ Jubal’s Lyre” and a couple of Mozart arias 
with thorough enjoyment and technical mastery, and after the interval. 
Mendelssohn’s Violin Concerto was given a performance, with 
Stanislaw Frydberg as soloist, which lacked nothing in vigour and 
clarity. Frydberg’s intonation was a little faulty at times, but he 
made up for it with just the right temperamental playing for the 
work. Altogether, an afternoon of first-class music. Carry on. Mr. 
Krish! 

“THE DREAM OF GERONTIUS” 


There was none of the hushed house and drawn curtains attitude 
about Sir Henry Wood's presentation of Elgar's “ Dream of Gerontius ” 
at the Queen's Hall last week. On the contrary, the whole performance 
had a dramatic, exciting quality which was quite unlike any previous 
version we have heard. In consequence, the B.B.C. Orchestra and 
Choral Society were inspired to tremendously dynamic, at times over- 
whelmingly powerful, heights, and the more personal element of the 
work was submerged in favour of a universal drama of life and death. 


Parry Jones, as Gerontius, had the heaviest solo part to bear, « 
though at times his voice was too light, it was always equal to 
thrilling note of passion or agony. Muriel Brunskill and Haro 
Williams did well as the two angels, and one must Say IN passing th 
the casting of the solo parts was much happier than it has been . 
recent performances ol other choral works.
